DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to an amendment filed August 10, 2009. Claims 1-4, 7-15 
and 18-22 were previously pending, with claims 2, 3, 13, 14 and 22 withdrawn from consideration. 
Applicants cancelled claims 2 and 15 and amended claims 1,3,4, 11, 12, 14 and 22. Claims 1,3,4, 
7-14 and 18-22 are pending. 

2. Applicants' claim amendments and arguments overcame all of the previously presented 
rejections. Applicants' arguments regarding the amendments to Table 1 are considered persuasive 
therefore the new matter objection to the specification is withdrawn. 

3. Since there are no outstanding rejections or objections pending, claims 1, 4, 7-12 and 18-21 
are allowed. The previously withdrawn claims 3, 13, 14 and 22 are rejoined with the allowed 
claims, since they do not present any additional issues under 35 U.S. C. 112, first or second 
paragraphs. In conclusion, the allowed claims are 1, 3, 4, 7-14 and 18-22. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on August 10, 2009 was filed after 
the mailing date of the non-final office action on February 20, 2009. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement 
is being considered by the examiner. References 26, 28, 33, 34, 36, 42 and 43 were considered, but 
will not be printed, since they are duplicates of previously filed references.
